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Sure Shot Sandblasting at 
222 Avenue and 115 Street, 
making sure flames would¬ 
n’t spread to nearby busi¬ 
nesses.

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Buses that offer Wi-Fi 
Internet access, television 
screens, air conditioning 
and an option to pay fares 
electronically could attract 
more people to use 
transit, even through 
tough economic times, 
says the city. 

Nathan Walters, a strate¬ 
gic marketing supervisor 
for Edmonton Transit Serv¬ 
ices, says the bus idea is 
perfect since the service is 
in a “unique position in 
this economic period.” 

“A lot of people that are 
being more financially 
conscious, they are think¬ 
ing, ‘Well, it’s harder to 
find parking, it’s expen¬ 
sive,”’ said Walters on¬ 
board the city’s prototype 
bus, complete with all the 
bells and whistles, called 
ETS Platinum. 

“With this, you’re in¬ 
creasing the quality of (the 
rider’s) experience while 
they are being financially 
wise.” 

The bus is part of a city 
project to help transit offi¬ 


cials to get an idea of what 
riders want in their servic¬ 
es through an online sur¬ 
vey. 

Along with Wi-Fi, lug¬ 
gage racks and tinted win¬ 
dows, two monitors 
aboard the high-tech bus 
also provides GPS informa¬ 
tion to riders, along with 


news from local TV sta¬ 
tions. Transit riders can al¬ 
so pay their fares through 
a fare box that’s equipped 
with a Smartcard technolo¬ 
gy. Walters says the bus 
was corporate-sponsored, 
but wouldn’t disclose how 
much the bus is worth. 

“Most bus passengers are 


only interested in getting 
from point A to point B — I 
don’t think they ride the 
bus to surf the Internet,” 
said Scott Hennig with the 
Canadian Taxpayers Feder¬ 
ation. 

“The city needs to think 
about making transit more 
accessible to more people.” 


Council relaxes rules for basement suites in homes

The potential for affordable 
living space in established 
neighbourhoods around 
the city is now possible, 
thanks to a decision by 
council to relax the restric¬ 
tions on secondary suites. 

A decision reached Mon¬ 
day by the majority of 
councillors will help elimi¬ 
nate the 10,000-plus sus¬ 
pected illegal secondary 


suites in the city, and take 
the city’s Cornerstone 
Plan, which aims to create 
2,600 affordable units by 
2010, one step further. 

Now, basement suites 
will be allowed in most ar¬ 
eas, as well as garden 
suites and garage suites. 

The decision was not a 
unanimous one by council. 
Some councillors felt the 
decision to allow multiple 
renters on one property 
should be made by both 
homeowners and sur-

rounding neighbours. 

“I felt there should be a 
way to control the number 
of suites in an area or on a 
block,” said Ward 5 Coun.

Anderson said the city 
received a large response 
from community leagues 
and individuals that 
agreed the decision should 
be discretionary. 

“When a block is inun¬ 
dated with secondary 
suites and vehicles, it can 
create a new character for 
a neighbourhood that is 
not necessarily what the 
people who moved there 
in the first place are want¬ 
ing,” he said. 


Province wants 
clampdown on 
tailings ponds 

ENVIRONMENT The 

province’s energy regula¬ 
tor says it will begin to 
clamp down on oil compa¬ 
nies that operate in Alber¬ 
ta’s oilsands over how 
they handle their lake- 
size, toxic tailings ponds. 

Alberta’s Energy 
Resources Conservation 
Board has issued a 
directive for industry-wide 
criteria that will force 
companies to report on 
their ponds annually. 

Within five years, all 
companies must process 
all of their tailings water 
and eventu¬ 
ally get rid 
of the 
sludge over 
the next 
several 
decades — 
an end to 
tailings 
ponds. 

Oil com¬ 
panies must also find oth¬ 
er ways to get rid of their 
waste water and if they 
don’t, the province will de¬ 
ny an offending company 
plans to expand, as well as 
forcing plants to close. 

“This directive addresses 
yet another symptom of 
the problem rather than 
the problem itself,” said 
Mike Hudema of 
Greenpeace. “The reality is 
that these huge toxic tail¬ 
ings ponds will never be 
properly reclaimed and 
will be a permanent black 
mark on Alberta’s legacy.” 

Ed Stelmach’s 
government was under an 
international media 
microscope last year after 
500 dead ducks were 
found in a toxic tailings 
pond owned by Suncor.

'Ray deaths result of error: CEO 


Though there’s still a shad¬ 
ow of doubt, the Calgary 
Zoo says it’s almost certain 
human error caused the 
death of 41 stingrays last 
summer. 

“We cannot prove that it 
was the dissolved oxygen, 
but we strongly believe that 
was the case,” said Cathy 
Gaviller, director of conser¬ 


vation, education and re¬ 
search at the zoo. 

This comes after the zoo’s 
president and CEO, 
Clement Lanthier, said he 
was 99.9 per cent sure the 
life-support system failed to 
provide the necessaiy oxy¬ 
gen to keep the ’rays alive. 

At the time, a pump had 
failed, leaving three 


pumps delivering oxygen 
to the marine display on a 
very hot day. 

Despite that, the zoo 
says it has consulted ex¬ 
perts and feels confident 
that no policies need re¬ 
viewing after opening its 
new stingray display. 

Rob Laidlaw, executive di¬ 
rector with Zoocheclc, says 


the organization had sug¬ 
gested that a rapid environ¬ 
ment change was the cause, 
and wants to see an outside 
review done of the zoo after 
“the litany of incidents.” 

“At what point do the au¬ 
thorities in the city step in 
and say enough’s enough?” 
he said.

Crashes at circles 
cause for concern

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Efforts by the city in edu¬ 
cating motorists about 
how to handle traffic cir¬ 
cles seems to be paying off, 
but there are those new to 
the city who are still con¬ 
fused about how to handle 
them, say police. 

The city posted signs 
telling motorists where to 
turn at traffic circles dur¬ 
ing the summer, but Sgt. 
Barry Maron with the po¬ 
lice service’s traffic divi¬ 
sion says new-to- 
Edmonton drivers are still 
confused. 

“The signs have helped, 
but we still have a ways to 


go,” said Maron. “There are 
still lots of collisions on 
traffic circles.” 

A crash at the traffic circle 
at the intersection of 118 Av¬ 
enue and St. Albert Trail on 
Monday night resulted in 
the death of a 51-year-old fe¬ 
male driver and the injuiy 
of a 45-year-old man. 

Police say the woman 
lost control of the vehicle 
at a green light and it 
struck a light standard. 

In this case, police be¬ 
lieve speed and alcohol 
may have been factors in 
the collision. 

But Maron says the colli¬ 
sion is still a reminder that 
people need to “do things 
properly” in handling traf¬ 
fic circles.

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s prescription for 
lifting Canada out of reces¬ 
sion — a $40-billion stimu¬ 
lus package — has passed 
a key political test, 
prolonging the life of his 
minority government and 
sending federal coffers 
deep into deficit. 

The budget passed last 
night in a 211-91 vote, 
thanks to the grudging sup¬ 
port of the Liberals who 
backed the Conservatives 
against the opposition of 
New Democrats and the 
Bloc Quebecois. 

Liberal Leader Michael Ig- 
natieff was reluctant to 
force an election in the face 
of economic downturn. In¬ 
stead, he has warned that 
the Conservatives are on 
“probation” and is demand¬ 
ing regular progress reports 
on the status of the stimu¬ 
lus package as a condition 
of his continuing support. 


• Bloc Quebecois Leader 
Gilles Duceppe last night ac¬ 
cused Michael Ignatieff of a 
“double standard,” noting 


But six Liberal MPs from 
Newfoundland and Labrador 
broke ranks with their party 
and opposed the budget, 
charging that it short¬ 
changes their province by 
more than $1 billion. 

Their mini-revolt posed 
the first test to Ignatieff’s 
fledgling leadership. How¬ 
ever before the vote, Ignati¬ 
eff struck a compromise, 
saying he would permit the 
MPs a “one-time” show of 
protest after four of them 
vowed to oppose it anyway.

Credit card debts 
weigh on issuers 

Losses could hit $800M says report 


Amid fresh evidence cash- 
strapped Canadian 
consumers are taking 
longer to pay off their 
credit cards, another ma¬ 
jor financial institution 
has moved to tighten up 
its lending practices. 

Amex Bank of Canada 
told cardholders that the 
rates of interest on some 
American Express cards will 
rise between one and three 
percentage points to as 
much as 21.99 per cent, ef¬ 
fective Feb. 11. Amex 
blamed “substantially” in¬ 
creased costs of borrowing 
for the move, which follows 
leads by card issuers Cana¬ 
dian Tire and TD Bank. 

The change comes as a 
new report by Deloitte & 


Touche projects credit card 
losses in Canada could 
climb by as much as $800 
million this year if present 
trends continue. 

Canadians’ debt-to- 
disposable income ratio, 
now at 130 per cent, ex¬ 
ceeds U.S levels, a Deloitte 
partner noted, while the 
value of all outstanding 
card balances has climbed 
40 per cent since 2004. 

Meanwhile, a slowing 
economy and rising job 
losses mean more con¬ 
sumers are taking longer 
to pay off their debt, rais¬ 
ing the risk of defaults to 
lenders when missed pay¬ 
ments turn into deliquin- 
cies, the Deloitte rep said.

Stimulus lacks investment where most women work

s the dust settles 
after the much- 
anticipated deliv¬ 
ery of budget 
2009, one trou¬ 
bling feature is emerging: 
Despite the fact that 
women constitute 47.4 per 
cent — almost half — of the 
national workforce, the 
vast majority of the billions 
of stimulus dollars targeted 
for job creation favours 
men. And the margin is 
huge — whether in hous¬ 
ing, construction, forestry, 
autos or manufacturing. 

But it’s not just women 
who should be concerned: 
By failing to address the 
worst economic crisis in 
decades within a fair and 
equitable framework, the 
budget illustrates a serious 
lack of forward-thinking at 
a time when we need to re¬ 
structure the Canadian

economy around industries 
based on innovative techno¬ 
logical advances and our vi¬ 
brant service sectors — ma¬ 
jor employers of women. 

Budget 2009 has been 
called eveiything from “his¬ 
toric” to “inadequate” to 
“excessive” to “the end of 
conservatism.”

It is vintage 
Stephen Harper: A mish¬ 
mash of mainly short-term 
job creation and credit-eas¬ 
ing initiatives aimed at

tion and basic research, in 
education at all levels, in 
child care, geriatric care, 
community and social serv¬ 
ices. This will go far to sup¬ 
port our most important 
national asset — our hu¬ 
man capital — and ensure 
that we pull out of this cri¬ 
sis with a greener, more 
sustainable economy, and 
an educated, more produc¬ 
tive workforce employed in 
21st-century industries. 
Moreover, investing in 
women is smart economics 
according to participants at 
the recent World Economic 
Forum in Davos, Switzer¬ 
land, from Nilce’s chief ex¬ 
ecutive, to the head of 
UNICEF, to Melinda Gates. 
This holds true as much for 
developed countries like 
Canada as it does for devel¬ 
oping countries. 

Let us hope the women of 
Canada, who represent not 
only half the workforce but 
also half of the electorate, 
remember the inadequa¬ 
cies of this budget and this 
government, at the next 
election.

Study shows offspring can 
inherit mother's experience 


Mothers can pass along 
their experiences to their 
children without even try¬ 
ing, reported a study that 
showed baby mice could in¬ 
herit the benefits of “educa¬ 
tion” their mothers received 
before becoming pregnant. 

The study showed inheri¬ 
tance can go beyond classic 
genetic theories. Research¬ 
ers found young mice raised 
in an enriched environment 
— with toys and other stim¬ 
ulation — passed the learn¬ 
ing benefits to pups they 
had after they grew up. The 


stimulated mothers did not 
simply have better parent¬ 
ing skills, as pups swapped 
at birth still learned better if 
their biological mothers — 
but not foster parents — 
were raised with extra toys. 

“This is a protective 
mechanism a mother passes 
on to her offspring,” said 
Lany Feig, who helped lead 
the study. “The mother is 
changed for months. Her 
brain is changed so that 
when she is old enough to 
get pregnant, the effect is 
still there.” reuters

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Flying cars: From dream to reality

For years inventors have 
been looking for a way to 


get cars in the air. 

Recently, the Parajet Sky- 
car made its maiden voyage 
from London to Timbuktu, 
and its inventors are claim¬ 
ing that it’s the first flying 


car to take to the road — 
and the air. 

Hailed as the first two- 
seater, high-performance, 
road legal, bio-fuelled fly¬ 
ing car, the Skycar is really 
an off-road buggy with a 
“wing” that turns it into a 
glider. Still, apparently it 
can reach O-lOOlcph in 4.5 
seconds, and in “fly mode” 
gets up to llOkm/h at an al¬ 
titude of 3,000 feet, so it 
will be indispensable for 
hopping over the Sahara. 
This is only a prototype but 
you can still buy a slice of 
the future from Parajet — 
they also sell personal jet 
packs, (parajet.com) 

Really what you want a 
flying car to be is a roadwor¬ 
thy contraption that unfurls 
like a Transformer to be¬ 
come an aircraft that takes 
off from tiny local airports. 
Moller International has 
been trying to get their sky- 
car off the ground for years 
(moller.com). They’re still 
testing their 8-engine “verti¬ 
cal takeoff and landing vehi¬ 
cle” (VTOL), the M400, 
which looks like a folding 
light aircraft. 

Moller claims the car can 
take off from just 10 metres

than 1,200 km. Still at pro¬ 
totype stage, they hope to 
launch later this year. 

The three-wheel Pal-V — 
personal air and land vehi¬ 
cle — is a cross between a 
motorbike, gyrocopter and 
car (pal-v.com), set to 
launch in 2011. 

Meanwhile, the wings of 
the two-seater Terrafugia 


Transition Roadable Aircraft 
take just 30 seconds to fold 
up, allowing it to be driven 
like a car. You’ll need a 
Sport Pilot licence as well as 
your driver’s licence for this 
drivable plane. 

It’s still being tested but 
expect to pay $194,000 US

Sloppy Joes 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) lean ground 
beef 

1 onion, finely chopped 
1 celery stalk, finely 
chopped 

1 green pepper, seeded 
and finely chopped 
14 oz (398 ml) can 
chopped tomatoes 

1 tbsp (15 ml) chili sauce, 
or to taste 

2 tsp (10 ml) 
Worcestershire sauce 

2 tsp (10 ml) cider vinegar 
Freshly ground black 
pepper 

4 buns, split and toasted 

COLESLAW: 

1 large carrot, peeled and 
cut into matchsticlcs 

5 1/3 cups white cabbage, 
finely shredded 

1 1/2 tbsp (20 ml) olive oil 
1 tbsp (15 ml) cider 
vinegar 
METHOD: 

1. Put meat in large non¬ 
stick frying pan over mod¬ 
erate heat and cook 4-5 
minutes. Break up meat 
with wooden spatula. 


When meat is no longer 
pink, add onion, celery 
and green pepper. Cook 5 
minutes until vegetables 
are softened. 

2. Add tomatoes, chili 
sauce to taste, Worcester¬ 
shire sauce, vinegar and 
black pepper. Cook 15-20 
minutes, stirring often, 
until flavours are blended. 

3. Meanwhile, make 
coleslaw: Mix together car¬ 
rot and cabbage in large 
bowl. Sprinkle with oil 
and vinegar and toss 
together. 

4. Put bottoms of toasted 
buns onto four plates and 
spoon meat mixture on 
top. Pile on coleslaw and 
cover with tops of buns. 
Serve immediately.
